Opeh Meetings and the Precinct Pri- 
maries Set for Next Tuesday 
Will Evoke Discussion. 


The new Democratic City Committee will 
hold a meeting Wednesday night in the 
Ladies’ Ordinary of the Lindell Hotel. 
Chairman Ed Devoy has called it for the 
purpose of hearing the report of the 
Committee on Rules and the sub-committee 
appointed to select headquarters and to con- 
sider the primaries to elect precinct com- 
mitteemen. | 

The Committee on Rules held a meeting 
in the office of Given Campbell Tuesday and 
decided to report in favor of adopting the 
rules of the old City Committee, with but 
a few exceptions. Of course, since the City 


Committee itself has been enlarged all the 

sub-committees will likewise be enlarged. 

The Committee on Rules will report in 
favor of making all meetings open except 
when a two-thirds vote calls for an execu- 
tive session. Under the old rules all meet- 
ings were executive, and a two-thirds yote 
‘was required to hold an open meeting. If 
the new plan is adopted then it will be easy 
to learn who is in favor of the dark-lantern 
methods of the star chamber. 

The Committee on Rules will make one 
important recommendation, which, in all 
probability, will be incorporated in the new 
organization, and that is to elect 4 new 
committee to Geet Ser every with regis- 
tration and naturalization. . 

“St. Louis has.grown to be a city of 700,000 

I believe that a committee on 
gistration and naturalization fs badly 
needed by the Democratic party in order to 
look after the vote in a proper way,” said 
Chairman Devoy to a Post-Dispatch man, 
‘This work fs one of the most important 
branches of politics in a metropolitan city. 
Heretofore nobody has had exclusive charge 
of looking after the registration and natur- 
alization of voters. hat work, therefore, 
has been done in a hap-hazard way. To ob- 
tain results a new committee for this work 
alone is certainly needed. I think the rec- 
ommendation of the Committee on Rules 
will be adopted.“ 
The City Committee will also take up the 
most important matter of the primaries to 
be held next. Tuesday, Feb, 9, for the pur- 
e of electing one precinct committeeman

The Lobby Made No Fight Before the 
Senate Committee and Pros- 
pects Are Good. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 3.—The 
Senate Committee on Railroads 4nd Inter- 
nal Improvements, by unanimous vote, de- 
cided last night to report the Avery fel- 
low servant, bill favorably and to recom- 
mend its * without any amendment 
whatever. 

In taking this action the Senate com- 
mittee established a precedent. The mem- 
ory of the present generation runneth not 
far enough back to remember any previous 
session of the Missouri State Senate when 
such a thing would have been within the 
range of possibilities. The committee meet- 
ing last night was brief. In fact, it bore 
the stamp of pre-arrangement to some ex- 
tent, from the fact fhat there was no op- 


position, 

It was given out that all of the railroad 
lobbyists had been invited to be present, 
but they came not. In years gone by it 
has been the custom of the lobby workers 
to accept all such invitations. A change has 
evidently taken place. 

Indications at this time denote that the 
Avery bill will pass the Senate and become 
@ law. If it is true, as stated, that the rall- 
road lobby has surrendered so far as fellow 
servant legislation is concerned, the bill is 
certain to pase the Senate, for it is a notori- 
ous fact that a fellow servant bill would 
have been on the etatute books long ago, 
but for the efforts of the lobby. The way 
the railroad lobby controlled the Missouri 
State Senate in the past is a chapter of his- 
tory that is certainly no credit to the etates- 
men who have from time to time composed 
that body. If it is really true that the pres- 
ent Senate is mighty enough to rise above 
the lobby influence, it is a Senate to be 
proud of, and it is also a curiosity in Mis- 


out etatesmanship. 
Each one of the seven Senators—four Dem- 


ocrats and three Republicans—voted in favor 


of making a favorable report on the bill, 
The — will be submitted without delay, 
it is expected, and the bill will soon be called 
up to undergo the other preliminaries in- 
cident to its final passage.

The fact that the trade rag ed sup- 
lied by Missouri mills is in the Southern, 
jouthwestern and Eastern markets, where 
tney come in competition with the mills of 
other States recognizing 48 pounds as a 
quarter of a barrel, was dwelt upon at 
great length. It was stated by Mr. Gal- 
lagher that Missouri millers sell 48 pounds 
of flour for 48 pounds, and 9 more, and 
the plea was made that . ald be left 
free to conform to the customs of the gen- 
eral trade in the conduct of their business, 
since, as he claimed. it wronged no one. 

Mr. Rebo, the author of the bill, was be- 
fore the Senate Committee and made a 
speech in support of his bill. He admitted 
under a fire of cross-questions from the 
opposition that he was not well informed 
as to the milling business, but he belfeved 
that his bill was in the' interests of the 
common people, and he thought it ought 
to pass. He was certain that one pound 
more of flour would be a help to bread con- 
sumers, and it was flour that he wanted. 
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He had not intended, he said, to do the 
millers any 
Senator Powers supported the Rebo bill. 
and talked along the same line. He con- 
sidered it a poor man’s measure, and could 
not see the force of the argument produced 

from the milling standpoint. 

The committee took no action on the bill 
at the meeting yesterday, and there will 
be further consideration at some date in 
the near future. Taken altogether, the 
Rebo flour bill—innocent and insignificant 
enough on the face of it—has created more 
stir than any other bill that has been con- 
sidered for several days, outside of the 
Sunday base ball bill. Notwithstanding

HORSESHOERS’ BILL. 


Intended to Secure Greater Proficiency 
Among Workmen. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch? 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 3.—Joseph 
Schroeder of St. Louis, representing the 
Master Horseshoers’ Association of Mis- 
souri, and P. J. Laughlin of the Journeymen 
Horseshoers’ Union of St. Louis, are here 
as a committee urging the passage of the 


bill now before the Senate, providing for 
the regulation of horse shoeing in the prin- 
cipal cities of the State. The act creates a 
board of examiners, consisting of one veter- 
inary surgeon, two master horse shoers and 
two journeymen horse shoers. 

e Governor is given the power to ap- 
point the board. This board shall examine 
all applicants for certificates to practice the 
profession or trade of horse shoeing. After 
serving an apprenticeship of four years, ap- 

licants must qualify before the board be- 
ore engaging either as a master or journey- 
man. hese certificates are to be filed with 
the City Registers of the towns that have 
such officers and with the officials keeping 
the public records in the other towns in- 
cluded in the act. 

The bill does not interfere with those 
now engaged in horse shoeing, further than 
that they are compelled to register within 
six months after the act becomes a law. 
It is similar in all essential points to the 
law now in force in New York. 
= Speaking of the bill, Mr. Schroeder said: 

It is legislation calculated to bring about 
a much needed reform in the horse shoeing 
business. Under its provisions the horse 
owners will be greatly benefited, as it will

HOMEOPATHS RECOGNIZED. 


Will Have Swing at One State Insti- 
tution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 3.—Gov. 
Stephens is now considering the make-up of 
the boards of managers of the various 
asylums, eleemosynary and educational in- 


stitutions of the State. The terms of three 
of the managers of each institution expired 
Feb. 1, and within the next few days the 
Governor will name their successors. 

The most decided change Gov. Stephens 
‘will make will be the appointment of a man- 
agement for the insane asylum at Nevada, 
which will be favorable to the School of 
Homeopathy, and which will place that in- 
stitution under the direction of an homeo- 

athic superintendent. This school of med- 
cine has made a fight for recognition at the 
advent of each gubernatorial administra- 
tion. They have on file in the executive de- 
partment the strongest kind of argument 
on their behalf, so it is stated, supported 
by letters from many of the more conserv- 
ative class of old school or allopath physic- 
lans. It is set forth that their patrons pay 
one-third of the taxes in the cities, and one- 
fourth in the State at large,and it is claimed 
by this class that they should have at least 
one of the State institutions. The allopathic 
physicians now have control of all the asy- 
lums, and, in fact, all of the public institu- 
tions where a physician is employed. A large 
percentage of the old school have attested 
their liberality by advocating a distribut on 
of the patronage, in accordance with the 
representation. Gov. Stephens, himself, is 
favorable to the homeopathic school, and, 
with all due respect to the other side of the 
question, he has expressed himself as believ- 
ing that the homeopathic school should be 
given some consideration. He has announced 
that he has definitely decided upon this plan 
and the appointment will be announce 
within the next two or three days. 


FREIGHT REDUCTION. 


Strong Effort to Be Made to Put It 
Through.

The Missouri Assembly has not yet 
passed any blue laws, but the House has 
adopted a bill which would, if enacted, be 
a blue law of the deepest dye. Blue laws, 
be it remarked, are laws calculated to 
retard the development of the race, as 
they prohibit harmless recreation, curtail 
personal liberty, and generally tend to 
make people miserable.

He wants physical exercise, and he wants 
to take it freely and cheerfully, with a 
clear conscience jn the sight of all the 
world.

It is evident that a blue 
law that discriminates against the city 
brain worker would not be in keeping 
with the record the Assembly desires to 
make.

THE DANGEROUS PEERS BILL. 

The Joint Committee of the Senate and 
House have agreed to report favorably 
the bill of Senator Peers authorizing 
municipalities to tax themselves for t 
erection of militia armories, headquarters, 
etc, 

The moving cause of this decision ap- 
pears to have been an address by Capt. 
Roach of the Seventeenth United States 
Infantry detailed in charge of the Mis- 
souri Division of the National Guard. 
Capt. Roach said: 

During the last few years the whole sys- 
tem of drill regulations, as well as the arma- 
ment of troops, has been changed. Any- 
thing approaching what might be termed a 
perfect soldier, such as is found in most of 
the armies of Europe to-day, could only be 
turned out after months of rigid disc’pline 
and instruction in camps formed for that 
purpose. I would make service in the Na- 
tional Guard so alluring as to entice all 
young men into at least one term with the 
colors of their reg ment. You can accom- 
plish all this by giving us proper laws by 
which the organizations and the necessary 
discipline and instruction may be imparted 
and ma ntained. 

Statistics recently compiled show that 
there are over 10,000,000 men in this coun- 
try available for military service. But 
our isolation makes it unnecessary for us 
to maintain standing armies, which Euro- 
pean countries, with hostile borders, find 
a necessity of self-preservation. The 
proposition to increase militia armaments 
in Missouri is one to increase taxes for 
the purpose of creating a strong police 
power for the defense of corporation 
wealth, 

At the present time the proposition is 
to tax municipalities because it is well 
understood that any proposition to tax 
the State would be defeated. But if mu- 
nicipalities such as St. Louis and: Kansas 
City should assume this tax it would be 
but a few years naturally and properly 
until their combined representation in the 
Assembly would be demanding the trans- 
fer of the cost of maintaining State troops 
to the State treasury.

ECKELS ON BISMARCK. 

Cleveland’s young Mr. Eckels is the 
iconoclast of this iconoclastic age. When 
Mr. Eckels takes his axe in hand, and 
lays it at the root of our traditions and 
venerations, there is thunder in the for- 
ests where giant oaks are falling. Every 
stroke counts. The trees in whose broad 
shadows we have loved to linger go down 
before the onslaught. 

The other day Mr. Eckels told the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
that the statesmen of the war period had 
made a mistake in issuing greenbacks. 
The Judges of the Supreme Court, too, 
were wrong in declaring the constitution- 
ality of such an issue. 

The day following this startling an- 
nouncement Mr. Eekels declared, in 
answer toa question by Mr. Newlands of 
Nevada, that the great reputation df Bis- 
marck had never been justly earned, Mr. 
Newlands had asked Mr. Hckels if it is 
not true, as said by Bismarck, that the 
gold blanket is not large enough to cover 
the whole world. “I do not think so,“ 
gaid Mr. Eckels, ‘‘and Bismarck has never 
been such a financier as some other 
statésmen of prominence.”’ 

As Eckels, for instance? Bismarck’s 
policies have made an imperial Germany, 
mot only politically, but commercially. 
The impulse to German foreign trade 
which began with Bismarck continues 
under the policies he originated and the 
administrative systems he organized. Bis- 
marck himself says his greatest mistake 
was the acceptance of the English policy 
of gold monometallism, but that policy, 
we know, was in large measure forced 
upon Germany, by silver demonetization 
by the United States. We demonetized 
silver in February, 1873. Germany went 
to the single gold basis in the following 
July. 

Mr. Eckels’ term as Comptroller does 
not expire until late in 1898. Mr. MgKin- 
ley will have for nearly half his term the 
counsel of a man who can steer him clear 
of the breakers on which the Lincolns 
and Bismarcks of history have wrecked 
the ships of state. ‘

SUBURBANITES 
ARB ALARMED, 


PROTEST AGAINSBRSEWER DRAIN- 
AGE INTO RIVER DES PERES. 


PROPERTY ALREADY UNSAFE. 


Twice a Year the River Overflows Now 
Owing to an Insufficient 
Channel. 


A protest against the utilization of the 
River des Peres as an outlet for the Tower 
Grove storm sewer was filed Wednesday 
with Chief Santtary Officer Francis of the 
Health Department by J. Smith, secretary 
of the Amalgamated Improvement Asso- 
ciation, representing the members of that 
organization. Accompanying the protest was 
a petition asking for the improvement of the 


present channel of the River des Peres in 


the district embraced: between Arloe Sta- 


tion and Ellendale avenue. : 

Mr. Smith, Chairman of the Investigating 
Committee of the Improvement Associa- 
tion declares that at certain times the 
stream is totally insufficient to carry off 
the water which naturally drains into it. 
During the past two years the resultant 
overfiow has inflicted $5,000 worth of dam- 
age to the property in the low-lying dis- 
tricts in the vicinity of Cheltenham, Ellen- 
dale and Shrewsbury. All that district ly- 
ing between Ellendale avenue and Ar 
Station, it is claimed, will be subjected to 

reat damage by the overflow from the 

iver des Peres if the present intention of 
the Health Board to drain the storm. sewer 
into that stream be carried out. 

Mr. Smith says the Amalgamated Im- 
provement Association, which is composed 
of residents and property owners of Chel- 
tenham, Ellendale, Clifton Heights, Benton 
and Shrewsbury, have consulted civil engi. 
neers on the result of the draining of the 
storm sewer into the River Des Peres, and 
that it is the opinion that that stream, un- 
der present conditions, will be totally inade- 
quate to the task of carrying off the in- 
creased volume of water. 

On the strength of these expert. opinions 
the protest, signed by 150 business men of 
the suburbs, has been filed with Mr. Francis. 

The members of the association are not 
opposed to the drainage of the storm sewer 
into the River des Peres, but they desire 
that this move be deferred until steps can 
be taken to improve the channel of the 
stream to an extent that will admit of its 
receiving this additional volume of water 
without disastrous results to contiguous 
property. 

Besides the protest and petition presented 
by Mr. Smith there are other similar re- 
monstrances which are now being circu- 
lated among the business men and prop- 
erty owners of Cheltenham, Clifton Heights 
and other suburbs, which will be presented 
to the Health Board.

We lived in dif- 
ferent towns in the West for nearly five 
and in October came to St. Louis, 
We put Gertrude, who is now 5 years 
old, in the care of Mrs. Maloney at 1115

“T began drinking, and have been drinking 
since.

Several 
days ago my common-law wife told me that 
the next time I went on a spree she would | 
leave me.

HE WAS AN EX-POLICEMAN. 


Killed by a Private Watchman Who 
Interfered to Prevent Him Beat- 
ing a Tamale Man. 


Edward J. Mahon, the ex-policeman who 
Was shot Tuesday night by Private Watch- 
man August Bethge, died at the City Hos- 
pital Wednesday morning shortly before 5 
o'clock.

OPPOSITION TO A BILL TO MAKE 
BRISTOL SUPREME. 


HOUSE OF REFUGE CONTROL. 


Board of Managers Objects to It Pass- 
ing Absolutely Into the Super- 
intendent’s Hands, 


The Board of Managers of the House of 
Refuge has called upon Rev. Dr. W. W. 
Boyd, President of the Civic Federation, to 
help oppose the Porter bill in the General 
Assembly, giving the Superintendent abso- 
lute control of that institution. 

The proposed measure provides that the 
Board of Managers shall merely audit the 
accounts at the House of Refuge each month 


and divests them of power to interfere in any 
way with the internal management of the in- 
stituticn. 

The Board of Managers insists that to give 
absolute power to one man at such an insti- 
tution would be unwise. It is expected that 
the matter will be discussed by the board 
at its regular meer Thursday afternoon. 

e members lad the facts before Dr. 
Boyd, with the request that in his public 
speeches he sapere some of the conditions at 
the House of Refuge. It is understood that 
his reply was that he would take the master 
up provided the ‘board furnished him a wr-t- 
ten statement of Bristol’s misconduct, prop- 
erly attested. 

It is stated thas members of the board are 
at work on the document and that their 
representations to Dr. Boyd were among 
the matters that called forth his startling 
declaration that some of Mayor Walbridge’s 
appointments were the worst outside of hell. 

The members of the Board are deter- 

ined to defeat the bill introduced by 

epresentative John A. Porter of St. Louis, 
if possible. They state that Supt. Bristol 
is playing into their hands. 

One of their arguments against the pas- 
sage of the Porter bill is the exposure last 
December of the brutal beating given lit- 
tle Sarah Gannon by Mrs. Lena Blaser, the 
cook at the House of Refuge. Mrs. Blaser 
was discharged by the Board of Managers. 
Last week they learned that Supt. Bristol 
was about to reinstate her. Afterward 
Bristol called on each of them, requesting 

ermission to install Mrs. Blaser as cook 
1 6 residence. They refused to sanc- 

on it. 

The members of the Board of Managers 
are George C. Oeters, Frank Paule and 
Mrs. William Trelease. 

“It would be unwise to give the super- 
intendent absolute control, as is proposed 
by the Porter bill,“ said Mr. Paule to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘Under the ruling 
‘of the courts he has too much power 
already, since it is almost impossible to 
remove him. 

“Several weeks after we removed Mrs. 
Blaser we learned that she was still at 
the House of Refuge, being entertained by 
Bristol at his house at the city’s expense. 
Last wa@ek he made an effort to have her 
placed on the pay-roll again; but we 
stopped that. 

“A week after we had discharged Mrs. 
Blaser for beating the little girl, a man 
cook at the House of Refuge flogged a lit- 
tle noe f We learned of that immediately, 
instead of weeks after, as in Mrs. Blaser 
case, because our action had taught Bristol 
a lesson. 

When we were investigating the Blaser 
case Bristol told us he knew nothing of the 
little girl having been beaten and said he 
was horrified to learn of it. I do not be- 
lieve it wise to give absolute control to one 
man when it was possible for him to re- 
+ gy in ignorance of such an affair as 

at. 


Porter, who is the author of the proposed 
measure, was an instructor at the House of 
Refuge under Bristol. It is evident that 
Bristol himself inspired the matter. 

“I understand that the Porter bill has 
been acted upon favorably in committee.“ 
said George C. Oeters. “It should not be- 
come a law, but we can only try to arouse 
publk& sentiment against it and talk with 
the Senators and Representatives from St. 
Louts, since we cannot leave our business 
to go to Jefferson City. I do not think that 
any private enterprise of the importance of 
the House of Refuge, such as a bank, for 
instance, would be placed under the con- 
trol of one man without the supervision 
even of a board of directors.“

ALL MEW LINES OF TRADE. 


Manufacturers of Pianos, Woolen 
Goods and Builders’ Hardware Will- 
ingto Establish Themselves Here. 


Within the past few days overtures have 
been made looking to the establishment of 
three large factories in St.. Louis for the 
manufacture of goods never before made 
here. 

Inquiries as to trade conditions and the 
possibility of securing available sites are 
being made through the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. 


One of the first letters opened by Secre- 


tary Tom Cannon on his return from the 
National Manufacturers’ Convention at Phil. 
adelphia was from a large Michigan piano 
and harp manufacturing company. 
letter stated that firm. was desirous o 
removing its plant to St. Louis, believing it 
would have better facilities cor manufactur- 
its present location. Minute inquiries as 
¢ sites are made, and it is 
itively that if conditions are found 
favorable the entire plant will be brought 
to St. Louls. There has never been a piano 
factory here, and the establishment of one 
would add another to St. Louis’ long list 
of industries. 
Tuesday Secretary Cannon received a sim- 
Har letter from a New York woolen mill 
company. This concern also wants to estab- 
lish itself in St. Louis and makes a prop- 
osition. It is willing to purchase a site here 
and remove its entire plant here if a suf- 
ficient number of St. Louisans will purchase 
stock to enable it to increase its capitaliza- 
tion. It is the intention to so enlarge the 
factory as to make the output at least 50 
per cent larger than at present. Secretary 
Cannon thinks there is little doubt that the 
required purchase of stock will be made by 
St. Louisans. 
Much the same proposition has been made 
by an Eastern concern engaged in the manu- 
facture of builders’ hardware. With an 


-available site and the purchase of addi- 


tional stock guaranteed it is prepared to 
move here and open its plant full blast in 
the early spring. 

Secretary Cannon is highly elated at the 
attention St. Louis is attracting as a manu- 
facturing center. 

“Capitalists everywhere,” he said, are 
beginning to realize that there is no better 
distributing point in the country than St. 
Louis. In fact there is none so good. I 
is the logical manufacturing and distribut- 
ing center of the country. Scores of East- 
ern manufacturing concerns dispose of their 
entire output in or west of St. Louis. Many 
of them would be only too glad to remove 
their plants here if reasonable inducements 
were offered. 

“As an instance of the sublime faith in- 
vestors have in St. Louis I have a letter 
here from an Eastern gentleman who says 
he has from _ $10,000 to $20,000 which he is 
willing to invest in a factory either already 
established or to be established. He doesn’t 
care what the character of the output may 
be. He is willing to invest in a factory of 
any kind and wants to place his money at 


nce. ;

NICKEL-IN-THE-SLOT MACHINES 


The Banned Gambling Devices Making 
Their Reappearance. , 


The nickel-in-the-slot gambling machines 
have made their reappearance in the sa- 
loons and cigar stands, from which they 


were banished by Chief Harrigan two years 
ago, after a series of raids that made their 
operation a losing venture. Now that the 
Supreme Court has decided that the pool 
rooms may be operated under the present 
laws, saloonkeepers and proprietors of ci- 
gar stands seem to think this sufficient en- 
couragement to resume the operation of 
these gambling devices. 

These slot machines vary in design and 
construction as greatly as does the revenue 
derived from the operation of the different 
machines by the owner, lessee and player 
respectively. . 5 run all the way from 
the simple machine in which the player 
has an almost equal chance of obtaining a 
cigar for his nickel up to the intricate 
machine in which the player has an oppor- 
tunity to obtain triple the amount of the 
nickel invested, provided luck is with him. | 
It was against the operation of these last 
named machines that the edict of the Chief 
of Police was more particularly directed. 
They were a most profitable source of rev- 
enue to the saloonkeepers and also to the 
companies introducing them. As the ma-

PREPARE A BILL. 


FRAMED BY AGREEMENT BE-

BICYCLISTS ARE INCLUDED. 


They Agree to a $2 Tax, but Counselor 
Marshall Dislikes Some Feat- 
ures of the Measure. 


gates Friday evening the Committee on 
Ways and Means will submit a report on 
vehicle licenses, It will be in the form of @ 
substitute ordinance, drawn with a view to 
overcome the objections to the three bills 
now pending in the House. 

The ordinance is the result of months of 
work by representatives of the League of 
American Wheelmen, the Vehicle Owners 
Association, the Teamsters’ Association and 
the Coal Dealers’ Association. 

More than a score of meetings have been 
held, and all differences of opinion eliminat- 
ed. The bill was finally drawn by Attorney 
E. W. Patterson, Chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the L. A. W., and has 
the indorsement of all these associations. 
There are no changes made in the scale 
of taxes now in effect, except that bicycles, 
tricycles and velocipedes are added to the 
list of “vehicles.” The tax on these is 
fixed at $l a year.

It will add about $75,000 to the reve- 
nues of the city, and he thinks the wheel- 
men will then be in à position to demand 
concessions from the Municipal Assembly. 
It is his particular desire to have bicycle 
aths opened up all through Forest Park. 
e thinks 25 miles could easily be provided. 
City Counselor Marshall has been work- 
ing for some time on a new vehicle license 
ordinance, but if the provisions of the pres- 
ent bill meet his views he will let it go at 
that. 

It is certain, though, that it will not pass 
in its present shape. And it is equally cer- 
tain that the amendment he will insist upon 
will not please the cyclists. 

Section 8 of the bill provides that the 
funds derived from the licenses herein pro- 
vided for shall be strictly applied to the im- 
provement and maintenance of the streets, 
avenues and boulevagds of the city of St. 
Louis and for the construction of roadways 
in the various parks.” 

The legal advisers of the various asso- 
ciations hold that this disposition can be 
legally made. Mr. Marshall insists that it 
cannot, “To do that would require a char- 
ter provision,“ he says.

PICKPOCKETS 
ROB CONDUCTORS 


ORGANIZED GANG WORKING ON 
THE STREET LINES. 


The Thieves Dip Into the Fare-Taker’s 
Pockets While He Is Squeezing 
Through a Crowded Car. 


The police are on the track of a well or- 
ganlzed gang of clever pickpockets, who 
confine their operations to the street cars. 

They have been working on every line in 
the city for a week and have so far eluded 
Chief Harrigan’s thief catchers. 

That portion of the gang operating on 
the Union Depot Line does its work within 
two blocks of the Four Courts. 

Conductors are their principal victims. 

The pickpocket takes a seat in the car 
next to the aisle when the car is fairly 
crowded. The hour usually chosen is what 


is kn6wn as the supper trip when people are 
going home from business. While the con- 
ductor is squeezing through the crowd to 
collect the fares the hand of the thief is 
slipped into his ket. When the conductor. 
counts up his change at the end of his trip 
he finds that a handful of it is missing. 
During the week past seven conductors 
on the Citizens’ road have been robbed in 
this way and five on the Suburban. Con- 
ductors on the other lines say the robberies 
are of almost daily occurrence. 
Three Union Depot Railway conductors 
were robbed at the same point on the line. 
Last Friday night Conductor R. E. Bullen 
of the California avenue line entered his car 
at Fourteenth and Clark avenue, two blocks 
west of Chief Harrigan’s office. He had 51 
in change in his pocket when he started 
through to collect. The car had reachec 
Eighteenth street when he returned to the 
rear platform. At that point a passenger 
offered him a bill. When he started to 
change it he found that $5 had been taken 
from his pocket.
